By week s end. the ma chinery for 
telling the America n public wha t wa s 
in the report ha d been sta rted. Only 
the conclusions of the committee re­ 
ma ined a secret, a nd they would be 
a nnounced Sunda y night. 


For 
months, 
the 
questions 
ha d 
been ra ised: 
Did Lee Ha rvey Os­ 
wa ld, the president’s a ccused sla ver, 
a ct a lone out of a ra ge a ga inst the 
world a nd huma nity ? Or wa s he 
just a figure in a conspira cy ? Did 
J a ck Ruby , who slew Oswa ld, do so 
a s pa rt, of tha t conspira cy ? Or wa s 
he. too. just a solita ry pla y er in one 
of the na tion’s most tra gic moments? 
The Wa rren Commission report 
wa s intended to a nswer the ques­ 
tions for the na tion a nd countless 
millions a broa d. 


Mea nwhile, the presidentia l ca m ­ 
pa ign roa red on to its Nov. 3 de­ 
nouement. 
Wha t ha d sta rted with 
promises of no mudslinging from 
both sides wa s beginning to descend 
to more common levels. 
Out 
of 
the 
ora tory 
ca me 
the 


epithets: 
“ lia r,” 
“ ra ving, 
ra nting 
dema gogue,” a nd there wa s fea r of 
more of the sa me a s the ca mpa ign 
went on. 
Along the hustings, things were 
fa lling into a fa milia r pa ttern, a s the 
ca ndida tes criss-crossed the country , 
looking for votes. 


Anx ious to get things finished 
a nd do some ca mpa igning them­ 
selves, sena tors, a fter two months 
of bickering, fina lly took a sta nd 
on rea pportionment. It wa s a mild 
sta nd a nd possibly the most im­ 
porta nt result wa s tha t it clea red 
the wa y for a djournment of Con­ 
gress. 
The Sena te a dopted, by 44-38, a 
resolution sa y ing it wa s “ the sense 
of Congress” tha t federa l courts go 
slow' in ordering rea pportionmcnt of 


both houses of sta te legisla tures on 
the ba sis of popula tion. 
The losing forces, ma rsha led by 
Everett M. Dirksen of Illinois, the 
Sena te Republica n lea der, ha d fought 
va inly for a bill tha t would ha ve 
ordered the suspension until J a n. 1, 
19 66. of a ll federa l court proceedings 
a rising from the Supreme Court’s 
ruling of la st J une 6 decreeing: “ One 
ma n. one vote.” 
With this issue disposed of, Con­ 
gress went on to pa ss the $3.3- 
billion foreign a id a uthoriza tion bill, 
the $4-billion Food-for-Pea ce bill, 
a nd the $1-billion Appa la chia a nti- 
poverty bill.

Detroit, 
bitter 
negotia tions 
ended in sta lem a te a nd the United 
Auto Workers Union Struck Genera l 
Motors. Not over money —GM ha d 


a greed to a bout the sa me terms a s 
a lrea dy a ccepted by Chry sler a nd 
Ford. The strike wa s over working 
conditions 
a nd 
union 
grieva nces. 
Wa lter P. Reuther sa id it wa s for 
“ decency a nd dignity ” for the work­ 
ers, but ma na gement sa id the union 
wa nted to tell the compa ny how to 
run its business. Almost obscured 
by the strike news were a nnounce­ 
ments 
from 
the 
Big 
Three—GM. 
Ford a nd Chry sler, tha t they would 
hold the price line on 19 65 ca rs. 
At the Va tica n, the Ecumenica l 
Council ca me to grips with two 
ex plosive issues. Libera ls in the 
church, led bv Richa rd Ca rdina l 
Cushing of Boston, 
a rgued 
tha t 
Ca tholics must procla im the right 
of 
the 
individua l 
to 
choose 
a 
religion, even if it is not Ca tholi­ 
cism. Conserva tives, ma inly repre­ 


senting countries of Europe, a rgued 
tha t the rights of Ca tholic sta tes 
must be upheld. 
On the other question, Augustin j 
Ca rdina l Bea of Germa ny decla red 
tha t a proposed council decla ra tion 
“ intends to see to it tha t the guilt 
for the Crucifix ion of Christ ca nnot 
be a scribed to the J ewish people a s 
such a nd certa inly not to the J ewish 
people of toda y .”

NOTES - La rgely 
overlooked until now, there is evi­ 
dence tha t in a t lea st one a rea of 
the United Sta tes 40 y ea rs of use of 
pesticides by fa rmers ha s increa sed 
— repea t^ increa sed — the wild-life 
popula tion, a ccording to a n a rticle 
in a n outdoor ma ga zine. 
Tha t a rea is the fertile Va zoo- 
Mississippi Delta , a fa rm region 
which begins south of Memphis, 
Tenn., a nd ex tends 200 m iles or 
more southwa rd a long both sides 
of the Mississippi River. 
Writing in a n issue of the m a ga ­ 
zine. Ma bry I. Anderson, sportsma n, 
conserva tionist 
a nd 
crop 
spra y er, 
ca lls the Ya zoo-Mississippi Delta “ the 
most hea vily poisoned a rea in the 
world.” The genera l use of pesti­ 
cides, he writes, grew up in the 
a rea a nd wa s a common pra ctice 
a s ea rly a s 19 24. 
“ This trea tment is a bsolutely es­ 
sentia l.” Anderson continues, since 
the da mp, 
humid 
clima te of 
the 
delta produces a n unbelieva ble num­ 
ber of destructive insects. 


“ In 
19 46, 
when 
pesticide 
use 
beca me big business, wildlife popu­ 
la tions in the delta , a nd a ll over 
Mississippi, were a t rela tively low 
levels. Deer were lega l in only a 
few counties; even a s la te a s 19 53 
the lega l kill of bucks wa s only 2,- 
300. However, popula tion increa ses 
bega n a bout 19 46, a nd they sky ­ 


rocketed the kill a t a ra te of more 
tha n 20 per cent increa se ea ch 
y ea r. In 19 62 the lega l kill ha d ris­ 
en to 14,687; the 19 63 kill Is esti­ 


m a ted to be more tha n 18,000. 
“ Wild turkey were a t such a low 
ebb in 19 46 tha t a completely closed 
sea son wa s ordered for 19 47 a nd 19 48. 
In 19 46. however, popula tions bega n 
to climb stea dily . Toda y 
counties 
with open turkey sea sons ha ve a l­ 
most doubled, 
a nd 
ui 
the 
delta , 
where pesticide use is hea viest, open 
seaso n s ha ve a lmost trebled, with the 
ba g limit ra ised from one to three 
birds a y ea r. Most upla nd ga m e ha s 
followed the sa me pa ttern, wherever 
suita ble ha bita t ex isted. Doves, qua il, 
ra bbits, a nd squirrels were never 
more a bunda nt tha n now. a nd fish­ 


ing is unsurpa ssed. 
"With such a well-known proving 
ground a va ila ble, it is singula rly odd 
in the midst of the current a nti-pesti­ 
cide hue a nd cry tha t a n a lmost 
‘hush-hush’ a ttitude preva ils when it 
is pointed out tha t the delta ha s 
dea lt with this ma tter for a lmost

Poverty Bill Faces 
Hostile House C OP 


WASHINGTON If) - The a dminis­ 
tra tion’s bill to boost the economy 
of the 11-sta te Appa la chia n region 
ha s breezed through the Sena te, but 
fa ces stiffer opposition in the House. 
Still, House lea ders, who ca lled 
off a scheduled vote on the $1.06- 
hillion mea sure three weeks a go, 
a re confident of pa ssa ge if a ll sup­ 
porters show up. 


The bill, a cornerstone of Presi­ 
dent J ohnson's a nnounced “ wa r on 
poverty ,” pa ssed the Sena te Frida y 
by a 45-13 vote. House Republica ns 
ha ve vowed a n a ll-out fight a ga inst 
it a nd hope for support from South­ 
ern Democra ts. 


The bill links together a va riety 
of progra ms designed to open the 
highla nd region to grea ter economic 
opportunity , the chief one being a 
five-y ea r, $840 million highwa y con­ 
struction progra m.

thorized for two y ea rs to improve 
hea lth, educa tion a nd sewa ge fa cil­ 
ities, a nd encoura ge increa sed use 
of Appa la chia ’s wa ter, timber a nd 
coa l resources.
